“Concealed Material Mat- 
ters” in Taking Out Insur- 
ance in 1920. 


SUICIDE NO DEFENSE 


Coroner’s Jury Found Death 
Was Accidental—$575,000 
of More Than $1,420,000. 


Been Paid. 


The New York Life Insurance Co. 
yesterday filed suit in the Circuit 
Court for the cancellation of a $100,- 
000 insurance policy on the life of 
the late Clarence J. Curby, vice 
president and general manager of 
the Smith & Davis Manufacturing 
Co. and president of the Automobile 

lub of Missouri, alleging that Curby 
committed suicide. The policy was 
made payable to his widow. He car- 
ried other life insurance aggregating 
more than $1,300,000, of which 
$575,000 has been paid. 

As is known, Curby, 
years old, was found dead with a 
bullet wound in his neck in a room 
on the third floor of his home, - 
Washington terrace, the morning of 
Feb. 11, and a Coroner's verdict of 
accident was returned. He had gone 
to the third floor, as he told his 
wife, to clean his firearms. The shot 
that killed him was from a Mauser 
automatic pistol. 

Policy Issued Two Years Ago. 

The petition alleges that Curby 
contemplated suicide when he took 
out the policy, Feb. 27, 1920. It 
makes tender of payment of accrued 
premiums and interest, a total of 
$8534.70, under a clause which pro- 
vided for such payment in lieu of 
full value of the policy in the event 
Curby should end his life within two 
years after the date of issuance 
Curby carried four. other policies, 
each for $25.900, in the New York 
life. issued previous to the one in 
dispute, none of which is contested. 
The petition does not offer any 
statement in support of the allega- 
tion that Curby committed sutfcide. 

The prayer of the petition is for 
cancellation of the $199,000 policy, 
it being allewéd that Curby “Induced 
and procured the plaintiffs into en- 
tering into the contract for the pol- 
icy by false, fraudulent a and highly 
material misrepresentation, by con- 
cealing from the plaintiff matters 
which were highly material for the 
plaintiff to know and which Curby 
knew and the plaintiff did not. know 
at the time.” }

MAN INDICTED FOR ALLEGED | 


MURDER OF MAN AND WIFE 


FE. B. Kneeskern, Iowa Stock Buyer, 
Charged With Slaying Mr. and Mrs, 
Charles Van Brocklin. 

DECORAH, Ia., Feb. 25.—Two in- 
dictments charging murder in the 
first degree were returned today by 
the Winneshick County grand jury 
against Frank B. Kneeskern of Cas- 
talia, wealthy stock buyer, in con- 
nection with the slaying of Charles 
Van Brocklin and his wife, his ten- 
ants, on Dec. 11. Kneeskern was 
placed in custody of the Sheriff until 
a decision is rendered as to whether 
he is admissable to bail. Testimony 
taken by the grand jury covers 2000 
typewritten pages. 

The Van Brocklins were shot to 
death in their home near Moneek, on 
land owned by Kneeskern. Elmer 
Van Brocklin, a brother of the dead 
man was arrested. After a prelimi- 
nary hearing he was cleared and 
Kneeskern was arrested. 

Kneeskern is well known through- 
out Northeastern Iowa. He is asso- 
clated with his father in business. He 
is about 40 years old, married and 
has one child. He is the owner of 
extensive tracts of land in Winne- 
shiek County.

North when, twice in winter time, 
a dog team starts out to deliver 
mail 1635 miles to the north of the 
last railroad station :

OSSIBLY the longest, certainly the hardest. 
mail route in the world. causing a yearly 
deficit of tens of thousands of dollars, runs 
rom Edmonton, Alberta, to Fort McPher- 
son, just below the Mackenzie River Delta 
on the Arctic coast. The total distance from 
Edmonton is 1928 miles, but since the com- 
pletion of the Alberta Great Waterways Railroad to 
Clearwater, 293 miles were lopped off the journey, leav- 
ing 1635 miles to be traveled by dog team over the 
frozen rivers and lakes of the. North. Winter and 
summer this water route is the only road through the 
uncharted regions of the Northwest Territory of 
Cunadae. 

The “Arctic Express.” as the railroad to Clearwater 
is Called, with good reason, shows a variety and oddity 
of passengers and freight, unique even on the out- 
skirts of civilization. Northerners in buckskin coats, 
parkas or heavy mackinaws; Indians, with squaw and 
papooses, ill at ease with the motidOn and noise of the 
train: fur traders, missionaries and mounted police in 
their striking red coats—all are on their way to named 
or unnamed points on the Athabaska River, the Slave, 
the Mackenzie and the Arctic coast. 

The express car on the train is filled to overflowing 
with bundles and baggage of the travelers, with bags 
of mail, and the remaining space is filled with canine 
passengers, destined to become the carriers of all the 
burden their masters take along, once the railroad is 
Jeft behind. Only the backs of men are competitors 
in traneportation, but breaking trail in deep snow al- 
lows no impediment of additional weight. Dogs of 
good size and the right breed are worth one to two 
dollars a pound, and it pays the trapper, who goes 
outside for a visit, to bring back any likely looking 
dogs, as many sleigh dogs die on the trail, while others 
become footsore and need rest. 

The train arrives at Clearwater every Thursday, and 
twice during the winter months, on Nov. 21 and Jan. 
23, there will be mail bags, never exceeding 30) pounds 
in weight, marked “Arctic Red River’ and “Fort Mc- 
Pherson.”’ :

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Many of the most interesting anecdotes ae 
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OMEWHERE beneath the heaving waters 
o. the Pacific Ocean, a portion of the earth's 
crust slipped, early on the morning of Jan. 
31. The displacement was not a large one, 
in comparison with the measurements of 
everyday life, probably not more than one- 
twentieth of an inch, but a stupendous mass 
of rock must have been involved, resulting in a jar 
which literally shook the world. 

So violent was the shock felt by recording appa- 
ratus great distances apart that in some cases the 
registering needies of seismoyvraphs were thrown from 
the rolls, putting the machines out of commission. A 
Strong machine” at Berkeley, Cal., designed to register 
only the heaviest shocks, was set in motion for the 
first time in many vears. 

Earth tremors were reported from several points in 
California, and at Eugene, Ore., there was a rattling 
of dishes and some people were awatiened by the vi- 
brations. Upon the delicate seismographs in widely 
separated parts of the United States the prolonged 
shock made its entry—and then began a series of esti- 
mates as to location which were almost comical! in 
their contradictions. 

An earthquake (or, to speak more literally, a sea- 
quake) of such violence that one seismologist de- 
scribed it as “enormous” and another as “monstrous,” 
and the experts could not even approximate its loca- 
tion! Must it take its place among the “lost’’ earth- 
quakes of previous years, the site of whose occurrence 
on the surface of the old earth never has been de- 
tertiined? 

\t Georgetown University, which has a famous seis 
moxraphical observatory, the quake was thought to be 
25) or 2600 miles south of Washington. Officials of 
the U.*S. Weather Bureau estimated that Southern 
Mexico was the center of the disturbance. Scientists at 
the American Museum of Natural History put it some- 
where near the Panama Canal. Fordham University 
thought it was in Southern Colombia or Northern Ecua 
dor. 

To seismologists at Denver the earthquake waves 
seenied to come from a point 1970 miles south, while 
Ottawa, Canada, made it 2420 miles in the same di- 
rection. Harvard University simply estimated the dis 
tance at 2778 miles. And Berkeley declared* that the 
shock came from a point 600 miles to the north and bhe- 
neath the sea, the floor of which was estimated to 
have suffered a slip of 1.5 millimeters (one-twentieth of 
an inch). 

At St. Louis University the seismograph record of 
the quake was reported to be “very pronounced,” and 
calculations made there in the next few days indicated 
that the adjustment of earth's crust had occurred 500 
miles off the coast of Southern California. 

‘Both the north-south needle and the east-west 
needle registered the tremors,’ said Brother George 
Rueppel, S. J. “The former was more pronounced, 
and our calculations indicate that the center of the 
luake was 1900 miles southwest of St. Louis. 

Had it been in the Panama Canal zone, or off the 
west coast of South America, as some reports suggest- 
ed, there would have been injuries to cables in those 
regions. But no such trouble has been reported. We 
are convinced that the disturbance was under the bed 
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of the Pacific Ocean. Possibly a ship may bring in- 
formation about it, later on.” 

ln any discussion of earthquakes, it is necessary to 
remember the fact that the earth's interior is still 
very hot, and that the surface is but a crust and a 
comparatively thin one, which rests upon the hot por- 
tions lower down. As the inside cools and shrinks, if 
is bound to leave parts of the crust unsupported, s0 
that they are apt to sink or crack. This will happen 
especially where the earth is thinner and more liable to 
crack than in other places. It is quite common in 
Japan, for instance. and rare in England 

But when an earthquake happens at any part of 
the earth, it starts a wave of disturbance which trav- 
els right over the earth and, when sufficiently strong, 
can be detected anywhere by the delicate instruments 
called seismographs. Sometimes nobody knows where 
this wave of motion started, and then it is assumed to 
have come from an earthquake at the bottom of the 
sea Earth's crust there is just as liable to sink or 
crack as on the dry portions of the globe. 

When things happen which allow some water to pass 
through an opening in the earth’s crust, and that 
water reaches the hot levels of the interior, it is turned 
into steam, expands at a terrific rate and, in seeking 
an outlet, may create a great disturbance. A powerful 
earthquake occurs in the bed of the sea, and a great 
deal of water sinks into the crust and is turned into 
steam, and the result is an upheaval of water called 
a seaquake. There is little doubt but that some of 
the strange and terrible things which the sea does are 
caused in this ways 

It was the crumpling of the earth's crust, as the hot 
interior slowly but steadily cooled and contracted, 
which brought forth the great mountain ranges. Cer- 
tain portions of the crust, during the crumpling proc- 
ess, were forced uv very hizh and became mountains. 
It used to be thought that the present variexzated face 
of the earth had been caused by a succession of fear 
ful disasters, each of them causing a new state of 
things, which staved unchanged until a new disaster 
occurred. Possibly there have been some tremendous 
cataclvsms in the world’s history. possibly it was some 
very great force which threw up the Himalaya Moun 
tains 

But modern science holds that, although the history 
of earth's crust har been a history of censtant change, 
it has on the whole been a peaceful one - that sudden 
and great disasters have not plaved a Very important 
role in the drama. Such changes still ere tn progress 
And this idea of the quiet but neyer ceasing Way In 
which the face of earth's crust has been shaped is one 
of the most important things to remember 

The old Romans expressed this in their proverb 
“Nature does nothing by jumps The cooling of the 
earth's interior, the force of gravitation. ice, water, 
wind and variations in temperature these are some of 
the tools she has used in her work of carving the earth 
as we know it

And he has not much faith in the theory involving 
migrations of the vole as a factor in earthquakes, 
‘commenting as follows: 

“The exact relation between the changes of latitude 
and the earthquake frequen y (supposing further in- 
vestigations should prove its realitv) is at present un- 
known. The crust displacements in great earthquakes 
are insufficient to-eproduce the observed deflections of 
the pole, and it is inconceivable that deflections so 
minute should be the cause of the earthquakes. On the 
whole, It seems probable that both are rather due to 
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the action of some common cause.” 

Davison, whose recently published book is perhaps 
the latest reliable authority, lists the following, which 
have been suggested as possible causes of tectonic 
earthquakes: (l) The fatlh' of rock in underground 
channels; (2) the operations which result or tend to 
result in volcanic explosions; connected with which 
are (3) explosions of suddenly generated steam when 
water filtering through the outer crust reaches the 
highly heated rock below: (4) the fracturing of the 
solid crust, and (5) the intermittent growth of faults. 
the usual cause being the friction generated by the 
sudden aliding of one rock mass against the other, but 
complicated sometimes, when the displacement extends 
to the surface, by the movement of the mass asa whole.

This English scientist concludes his manual upos 
earthquakes as follows 

As to the precise cause of the great and widespread 
movements, we are still ignorant. The cause may be 
one that resides entirely within the earth But, whea 
we consider the close coincidence of disturbances in 
regions so remote as the western and eastern bounda- 
ries of the Pacific Ocean, when we trace the connec 
tion which apparently exists between the greatest 
earthquakes and the small migrations of the pole, we 
realize that it is not impossible that we may have to 
look beyond our globe and recognize that other bodies 
of the solar system may claim a share, not only in the 
movements of the earth. but also in the growth of its 
surface features.”
